T h e H e r a l d is the only morning 
paper published in Los Angeles at ten 
dollars per annum. It contains more 
and better reading m atter than any 
otherdaily published in the city, and 
h as a circulation more than equaling 
that of any two of its local eotempo- 
raries. 


T h a t “ bill of particulars” which

His 
financial genius was but the servant 
of his passions. H e knew nothing of 
the future, thought nothing of it and 
provided nothing for it. The bullet of 


S t o k e s was the time stroke which 
closed a career that began in the world 
and ended in it. 


T h e city public schools will re-open 
to-morrow morning, 
in accordance 
with tho directions of the Board of 
Education. 
The Common Council 
suggested,or rather demanded, that the 
vacation should beextendedone month 
longer, but the Board decided not to 
act upon the suggestion, and the 


H e r a l d endorses tho action of the 
Board. The dismissal of the schools 
for one or three months will do noth­ 
ing toward eradicating the scarlet 
fever, which, by the way, does not 
exist to a serious extent in the city. 
The argument of a correspondent 
whose communication appears in an- 
othor column, is correct and covers the 
whole ground. 


T h e r e is serious apprehension that 
our new Council will earn the reputa­ 
tion of the Council of ten million 
speeches. 
The Councilmen are all 
serious, earnest workers, but two or 
three of them appear to be afflicted 
with a disease called a diarrhoea of 
words and a constipation of ideas—a 
little wheat and a m ountain of ch aff- 
all talk and no cider. W elik eto h ear 
a Councilman express his views on a 
measure or proposition ten or fifteen 
times, and our patience is generally 
proof against the fiftieth repetition, 
but when he 
insists on traveling 
around the little circle a thousand 
times during one session, we begin to 
regret th at the audience does not like 
to hear the gentleman talk as well as 
he likes to hear himself. The fact is, 
a man of one idea cannot make him­ 
self interesting as a speaker after he 
fails to present that idea in a new 
dress. Some of our Councilmen will 
have to hunt up a new idea or read up 
in the dictionary if they wish to sus­ 
tain their reputatiou 
as eloqueut 
speakers. 


The Effect and the Cause. 


The failure of a man of such great 
learning and eloquence as H e p w o r t h 


D ix o n to obtain an appreciative audi­ 
ence to hear him lecture in San Fran­ 
cisco, is a subject for more serious 
consideration than it will receive from 
many of our people. 
The lecturer 
ought to be, and, when deserving of 
the name, is, one of the most inter­ 
esting of teachers. 
Yet we are daily 
furnished with the most positive evi­ 
dence th at our people do not take to 
lectures. In the interior towns, where 
the population is small, some excuse 
may be offered for the thinness of the 
house to which a man who has spent 
the best part of a lifetime in collecting 
and classifying information is called 
upon to speak; but San Francisco is a 
city —at least 200,000 people reside 
within 
her limits — and it seems 
strange — almost disgraceful — that 
there, a learned man and a polished 
speaker should be forced to dismiss 
his audience because it was so small 
that he could not speak to it. 
Yet, 
after delivering two of his course of 
five lectures, Mr. H e p w o r t h D ix o n 
was compelled to do this. 
W hy does 
this fault exist? 
It is not because 
Ban Francisco’s people are not suffi­ 
ciently well informed or educated to 
appreciate a learned lecture. No city 
in the world will rate higher in intel­ 
ligence than the metropolis of the 
Pacific. 
The reason must be found 
somewhere else, and we know of no 
more probable or potent cause than the 
want of time. 
Californians have all 
the time there is, yet they have none 
for rest, recreation, or even obtaining 
information, except the m oment at 
the breakfast table devoted to scan­ 
ning the morning paper. 
Especially 
is this true of the people of Ban Fran- 
sisco. They live in an atmosphere of 
feverish excitement, which is as de­ 


structive to quiet feet as it is antagon­ 
istic «a the acquisition of the solid 
information offered by au able lec­ 
turer of the H e p w o r t h D i x o n stamp. 
W hile this state of things exist, Cali­ 
fornia will remain a poor field for the 
philosophical and scientific lecturer, 
and until it passes away, suicides and 
the mental ami physical prostration, 
th at must come when the structure 
will no longer bear tho strain, will be 
noted everywhere. 
W hile we sacri­ 
fice everything to money getting, 
neither lectin es will be heard nor the 
days of steady habits and solid com­ 
forts reached. 


Contradictory Opinions. 


Great men will sometimes commit 
very siliy blunders, and the editor of 
the San Francisco Bulletin has fur­ 
nished an example. By way of an 
ajK>logy for an article that he ought to 
be ashamed of, he gives a legendary 
yarn about R a l e i g h having torn up 
a manuscript history of England, 
which he had written, because a dozen 
or more men disagreed on the facts of 
a case they had all witnessed. 
We 
do uot believe R a l e i g h ever did any 
such foolish thing, but if he did act 
the fool it was no excuse for the ed­ 
itor of the Bulletin to do likewise. He 
says that General P h i l . S h e r i d a n 
and,Congressman P h e l p s gives dif­ 
ferent statements about 
affairs in» 
Louisiana; therefore 
tho impartial 
critic will find himself in a condition 
of doubt as to know how matters stand 
in that State. 
General S h e r i d a n 
had been in New Orleans twenty-four 
hours when he telegraphed to Con­ 
gress to pass a law declaring the best 
men in the State a banditti. 
This is 
ju st what we would expect from P i i i l . 
and it is just what he was sent there 
to do. If tho party in power want 
any innocent blood shed, they know 
who to call 
ami 
send 
to do it. 


P i i i l . is unfortunately so constituted 
th at his iustiucts lead him to make 
war upon innocent people. 
He won 
his fame and became a pet of tho Ad­ 
ministration 
by 
burning out the 
homes of poor women 
and chil­ 
dren 
in 
the 
valley 
of 
Vir­ 
ginia. 
Thousands of women and 
children becamo homeless wander­ 
ers and perished 
in tho cold or 
of starvation by his incendiary act. 
The Administration promoted him for 
it. When sent out to fight the noble 
red man of the'forest, true to his in­ 
stinct, he murdered a whole village, 
including the women and children. 
The Bulletin would have Congress pass 
some wholesome laws for Louisiana 
because S h e r i d a n requested to have 
the best people in that State declared 
outlaws, and upon this testimony the 
Bulletin cannot decide who is in the 
wrong. Mr. P h e l p s , a leading mem­ 
ber of Congress—a Republican—was 
sent tó New Orleans by the authorities 
at W ashington for the purpose of in­ 
vestigating the affairs of that State 
Government, and after a searching in­ 
vestigation he exonerates the W hite 
League from all or any disloyal or 
dishonorable acts or intentions. In­ 
deed, he considers they have been of 
great service to the government in 
keeping peace and good order. But 


S h e i u d a n , tho agent of the Govern­ 
ment, wants them declared a banditti. 
H e wants to try them by Military 
Commission. He says, “ Do that, and 
leave the balance to me.” And the 
Cabinet in solemn conclave at W ash­ 
ington says, no need of further orders 
about Louisiana—we will leave it to 
General S h e r i d a n ; proving conclu­ 
sively that there was a secret under­ 
standing between the Cabinet and 


S h e r i d a n before he went there. They 
were to give such orders as lie request­ 
ed and leave the balance to him. The 
fear of popular indignation alone pre­ 
vented the Cabinet from declaring the 
W hite League a banditti. 


Telegraphic B revities. 
Cuban circles in New York are very 
lively. An expedition is reported as 
being fitted out. 
All the great powers have author­ 
ized their representatives at Madrid 
to enter into semi-official relations 
with the new Government. 
Tile business part of Orangeburg, 
Soutli Carolina, was destroyed by fire 
on Wednesday. Loss, $300,000, with 
little insurance. 
The annual sale of pews in Ply­ 
mouth Church on Thursday night, 
amounted to $70,000; $12,000 more 
than lust year. 
Negotiations for tho reciprocity 
treaty with the Hawaiian Islands will 
begin next week, directly between 
Secretary Fish and Chief Justice Al­ 
len, speciul Hawaiian Commissioner.
